,000,000 for public works is in- 
vested in dams, roads, buildings and 
other permanent improvements. These 
two items account for nearly half of 
the deficit. 


“When this administration came 
into office the gross public debt,” the 
setretary said, “was a little less than 
$21,000,000,000. As of March 31 this 
year it had increased in round num- 
bers to $28,800,000,000, the largest in 
our history. 

“Although there is no doubt any- 
where about our credit being good—if 
it were not we could not have refund- 
ed all of those Liberty bonds—some 
people raise a point about the cost 
for interest. But let us see how the 
cost at the present time compares with 
the cost in past years. The annual 
interest cost on today’s debt amounts 
to $800,000,000. And you would nat- 
urally suppose, in view of the fact 
that the debt is the largest in our 
history, that the interest cost must 
also be the largest, but it is not.

Foreign cotton production shows a 
decrease for the 1934-1935 season de- 
spite claims of opponents of the Unit- 
ed States’ curtailment program that 
it would force other nations to raise 
more of the staple. 

That's what Secretary of Agricul- 
_ Wallace told a meeting of more 
than 1.000 farmers in Atlanta Satur- 
lay when he announced the process- 
ing tax would be continued. 

Wallace said foreign cotton acreage 
did increase 9 per cent in 1933 but 
this preceded the .“@otten program 
launched in this country the same 


For the 1934-1935 season,” the sec- 
retary said, “present reports indicate 
that the foreign crop is about 12,966.- 
000 bales as compared with 13,053,000 
bales in 1933-1984. In other words, 
foreign cotton production shows, not 
an increase, but a slight decrease. 
“Foreign cotton production in 1934- 
1935 «is. larger in China, Russia, Bra- 
il and minor producing countries, 
but these increases are more than off- 
set by decreases in Egypt, India and 


Mexico. 
Brazil Cited. 

-“Much publicity has been given to 
he increase in cotton production in 
Brazil. The production this season

THE NEW STATE PARKS 

The three new state parks at In- 
dian Springs, Crawfordville and in 
Union county, completed by the 
CCC at a cost of more than a mil- 
lion dollars, will be valuable addi- 
tions to the inadequate park sys- 
tem of the state. 

Although as rich as any other 
Btate in the Union in historic spots 
and in forests and coastal areas 
ideally suited for park purposes, 
Georgia has lagged behind other 
states in the creation of state parks. 
With the parks already in existence 
the three new areas will form a fine 
nucleus around which to build such 
a system as the state should have. 

The Indian Springs historical 
park includes an area that was be- 
fore the coming of the: white man 
a meeting place for the Indian 
tribes in this section. To the 10 
acres already owned by the state, 
on which is the famous Indian 
spring that has been the mecca of 
the people not only of Georgia but 
of surrounding states for more than 
a century, has been added 162 more 
and a museum has been built in 
which the relics of Indian days may 
be inspected. There are few spots 
in the south as. rich in historical 
lore as is this area and as a state 
park it will attract increasingly large 
numbers of tourists in future. 

The people of Georgia have a 
peculiar sentimental interest in the 
creation of a park out of the estate 
of Alexander H. Stephens, vice 
president of the Confederacy and 
stormy petrel of the trying days of 
reconstruction. The property was 
purchased by‘the U. D. C. after 
years of effort and turned over to 
the state. It will be a memorial 
to the crucible days of the Civil 
War, as the Indian Springs park will 
memorialize the days when the In- 
dians and the white man carried on 
their earliest negotiations.

He had found a package containing valuable securities and returned 
it to the owners. The reward they gave him was not unduly generous, 
but each mail brought him small sums from other péople whose hearts 
had been touched by the story of his poverty and honesty, and the sum 
of these benefactions seemed fabulous wealth. 

The sudden transition from rags to riches unbalanced the old fel- 
low’s mind.

That is the sole purpose of pas- 
teurization. 

When milk is parboiled (pasteur- 
ized) its vitamin C is in great measure, 
destroyed. ‘Therfore, the infant or 
child fed mainly or exclusively on pas- 
teurized milk must recéive a daily ra- 
tion of fresh fruit or vegetable juice 


in collisions between trains and au-

For its part the French govern-

Even if—and 
this the government of the republic 
formally denies—the preamble to 
Part was of a nature and scope 
that is sometimes thought to ut- 
tribute to it, one essential fact 
would nevertheless remain; whatever 
might be the difficulties of a task 
further complicated by measures of 
German rearmament at the very 
time when a conference was sitting, 
the powers had not renounced their 
efforts to discovér some basis on 
which an international agreement 
could be concluded. 


PREVIOUS 
PROPOSALS. 

The French government feels 
bound to refer to proposals made as 
long as February 5, 1982, for limit- 
ing bombing aircraft and placing 
them at the disposal uf the League, 
and for the creation of an interna- 
tional force in connection with a 
better organization of securiiy. It 
must allude to the generous propos- 
als put forward by the French dele- 
gation November 14 of the sume year 
for thé establishment of a European 
system of armament reductions and 
international eo-operation. It must 
allude to the declaration of Decem- 

r 11, 1982, indissolubly linked 
with the concession of equality rights 
with the establishment of a system 
of security. Lastly, it must refer 

| to the fact that in October, 1933, at 

a time when the international situ- 
ation already .was becoming overcast 
for reasons for which France bears 
“no résponsibility whatsoever, it 
agreed with several other governh- 
ments in proposing a program of 
work which would have enabled the 
Geneva cofiference to accomplish 
something useful and effective. 

It is true that when this program 
started, the government of the reich 
thought fit to leave Geneva and an- 
nounce its decision to withdraw from 
the League. A violent action, to- 
tally unjustified—as thé president of 
the conference himself observed—but 
even afters that action had been tak- 
en, the enterprise was not abandoned. 

On February 3, last, on the iritia- 
tive of the French’ and the United 
Kingdom governments, a program 
was framed which was favorably re- 
ceived by all governments attached 
to the cause of peace. 

That program has been accepted 
by the government of the reich it- 
self; but it has been gravely com- 
promised by its decisions of March 
16. It is useless for the German 
government to invoke measures 
which other governments have found 
themselges obliged to ‘take in. their 
respect#¥e” countries; for those .meas- 
ures were justified by the increase 
in the armament of the reich in 
order to cope with ‘recruiting diffi- 
culties resulting -from war, the 
French government has been forced 
to decide upon measures in regard 
to the duration of military service; 
thosé¢ measures were acknowledged 
to be legitimate, as much as five | 
years ago, by a preparatory com- | 
mission for the disarmament con- 
ference.

ith adjournment of the Stresa 
parley among Britain, Italy and 
France today, Europe’s hopes for 
peace shifted from Lake Maggiore to 
Lake Geneva, on the shores, of which 
the league council meets tomorrow to 
render judgment on Germany's re- 
armament. 

The importance cf the session is 
not due entir@éfy to the French appeal. 
Behind the scenes negotiations will be 
pursued to reinforce alignments of 
various powers who fear a rearmed 
reich. Interest in any council session 
rarely has been greater at any time 
since the World War.: Geneva. hotels 
were packed with pilgrims and sight- 
seers, reporters and statesmen from 
many countries. 

The council also must act on the 
war threat between Italy and Abys- 
sinia over border disputes in east 
Africa.

4. As regards the proposed air 
pact for western Europe, the rep-

War clouds gathering over Europe 
and continued unrest in Asia have 
spurred new activity to assure the 
nation an adequate supply of essen- 
tial war stuffs from overseas sources. 

At least 25 materials needed in 
modern war ‘are so lacking in the 
United States, despite its continental 
size, that they would have to be 
brought in from foreign soil in large 
amounts, according to official sources. 

Tin, chromium, iodine, manganese, 
mica and rubber are only a few of 
the commodities listed as “strategic 
imports” by the government’s war 
planners. The United Press has se- 
cured the full list of these goods and 
much information about possible war 
sources, 

Thousands of miles of ocean sepa- 
rate the major sources of many com- 
modities from United States ports. 
Thus most of the tin used here comes 
from the Malay region on the far 
side of the globe. In time of war 
a great naval power might cut the 
communications to this séurce and 
emergency sources would be neces- 
sary. Substitutes and meager sources 
of such goods known now within the 
United States would not be of much 
more help than a crutch to a sol- 
dier, experts say. 

Navy Bears Responsibility. 

The navy would bear the responsi- 
bility of keeping open channels to the 
distant major sources or else to sub- 
stitute places in countries which now 


have seen the close solidarity of our 
three governments strengthened at 
Stresa. It is by continued effort in 
the spirit of sacrifice that peace will 
be maintained. 

“France’s international policy 
which we have just formed with our 
English and Italian friends was not 
directed against any country. We 
ask security for all. We want the 
necessary reconciliation of all peo- 
ples. 

“Before leaving Stresa I want to 
express my ardent hope of seeing 
peace, which is so difficult to build, 
become soon a living reality.” 

“The conference marked a concili- 
ation of. attitudés among the’ three 
powers.” said Premier Mussolini, 
“and showed that this is enough to 
assure peace in Europe.” 

France and Italy are agreed that 
“force must serve right and stabil- 
ity.” he later declared after attend- 
ing a luncheon Fiandin gave for the 
Italian and British delegations. 

“Certainly.” he said, “the universe

They will welcome the big crowds, the tumult and the shout- 


ing, yet their job carries the full weight of responsibility, not for any 
single ceremonial occasion but for the entire 154-game season. 


Todar, with the spring training‘ 
ended, "he price skirmishes over, the 
big league leaders point the way con- 
fidently to battle. It is no trick for 
them to be optimistic now. The test 
of their resources and their best-laid 
plans of strategy will come later and 
with rapidity. Some have every rea- 
son to be supremely confident, others, 
hoping for the best, must fear the 
worst. Only two of the 16 can fin- 
ish on top. : 

MAIN QUESTIONS. 


What do they think? Will Mickey 
Cochrane’s Tigers or Frankie Frisch’s 
Cardinals repeat? How has the out- 
look changed since the echoes of a 
World Series died away? 


The combined testimony, received 
from 15 out of 16 major league 
“master minds,” is at hand. In sub- 
stance, the ansWers are: 

(1) hat it will be a “wide open” 
race in the American league most of 
the way, though with the odds favor- 
ing a three-cornered finishing drive 
among the Tigers, New York Yankees 
and Cleveland Indians; 

(2) That the New York Giants, 
strengthened in vital spots and pos- 
sessing the best four-man = pitching 
staff in the National league, have an 
excellent chance to turn the tables 
on the Cardinals; 


(3) That the numerous changes in 
the playing ranks, featuring Babe 
Ruth's switch to the Boston Braves, 
will add greatly to the general in- 
terest as well as uncertainty of -the 
pennani races. 


TERRY REGRETS. 


Last season Manager Bill Terry, of 
the Giants, lived to regret the day 
he jestingly asked, “Is Brooklyn still 
in the National leaghe?” The club 
across the river administered the 
crowning blow to Terry’s bid for a 
second straight pennant. Now Casey 
Stengel, pilot of the Dodgers, turns 
the other cheek by picking the Giants 
to regain the championship this year. 

Stengel’s prediction is shared by 
Charley Dressen, aggressive young 
manager of the up-and-coming Cin- 
cinnati Reds. Even Terry admits the 
1935 Giants are the best he has man- 
ated and his outstanding rival, 
Frisch, concedes New York is the club 
to beat. Most leaders think it will 
be a miracle if the Dean brothers 
come close to repeating their trick 
of winnin;s 49 games. 

Cochrane alone among the Ameri- 
can league chieftains declined to com- 
ment directly on the coming race. He 
did not conceal his confidence in 
training camp, however. He thinks 
his Tigers can repeat and considers 
the Yankees a stronger threat than 
the Cleveland Indians, picked by a 
majority of baséball writers to fin- 
ish on top. 

THREE-WAY RACE. 

Bucky Harris, of the Senators; 
Jimmie Dykes, of the White Sox, and 
Joe McCarthy, of the Yankees, agree 
it will likely be a three-cornered con- 
test, in the long run, with New York 
battling Cleveland and Detroit. 

Walter Johnson believes he has the 
best club he has ever managed but 
refuses to be put “‘on the spot” and 
agrees with the remaining managers 
that it will be a “‘wide open” pennant 
chase. 

Summarized, here are the manage- 
rial pennant views: 

NATIONAL LEAGUE, 

Bill Terry, Giants: “This is the 
best team I have ever managed and 
I like its chances for the pennant. 
The Cardinals will give us plenty 
of opposition but I do not expect 
the Dean brothers to have the suc- : 
cess against us they did last year. 
The Pirates rate about third, with 
the Cubs bothersome, as usual, es- 
pecially in their home park.

: Frankie Frisch, Cards: “We had a 
fine spring training season and are 
in pretty fair shape. I cannot say 
whether we will repeat. Several 
clubs, notably the Giants, have 
strengthened and will be pointing for 
us. With Terry Moore in the out- 
field, last year's lineup otherwise 
looks good enough.” 

Casey Stengel, Dodgers: “I do not 
look for any one team to be a stand- 
out. The Giants and Cards may have 
an edge on the Cubs, Pirates and oth- 
er teams but that does not mean they 
cannot be headed off. In my opin-| 
ion the Giants have more general 
strength and that is why I pick them 
to finish on top. I hope to give 
Brooklyn fans a first division team.” 

Jimmy Wilson, Phillies: “The Phils 
are the dark horse of the National 
league race. In Ethan Allen, George 
Watkins and Johnny Moore I believe 
we have the best outfield in base- 
I expect to catch 125 games, 
we have Al Todd,

in the game. Our infield is all set 
and it will be up to our pitchers 
to come through.
